Claims 1 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Belyaev et 
al (WO 99/31535) in the outstanding Office Action. 

During the telephone conference with the Examiner on December 15, 2003, Apphcant 
respectfully pointed out that it is not proper to cite Belyaev as prior art reference against the 
present patent appHcation. This is because the earUest priority of Belyaev is RU 97121028 filed 
December 16, 1997, which is after the priority date of the present patent appHcation, which is 
based on RU97105079, filed on March 26, 1997. Reconsideration of the rejection is 
respectfully requested.
